‘All messages, in China, will be 
handled by the Government orga 
ation, while the Mackay offices in 
‘San Franeiseo will despatch radio- 
grams to Shanghai. 

‘A dinner last night, Mr. C. 
Chapman,» Vice-President of the 
Mackay fadio and Telegraph Con, 
Presided, and outlined, as_ follows, 
the progress, develepnient and

With the opening of this, new 
radio service, China is brought into 
‘closer contact with the Western

Ministry in Shanghai and those of 
the Mackay Company in California.

CHOLERA CONTROL IN 
SHANGHAL

His Majesty's sloop 
Gornfower at once proceeded to 
Newchwang, and an officer attach- 
ed.to His iajesty’s Legation at 
Feking was also sent there. Urgent 
representations “were made to the 
Tocal authorities and to the Japanese 
Government; and all possible steps 
are, I'am informed, being, taken by 
the’ tand and viver police in concert 
with the Manchurian coastguards. 
Seaplanes anda number of junks 
are being. employed to carry on the 
search, “The Japanese Government

The past session “hy 
jrought neither pleasure nor protit. 
The Bill to regulate relations ‘be-

‘Yesterday's ceremony in which, 
on behalf, of his wife,

tion stone of the new Race Club 
House must have sent many old 
Shanghailanders into reveries 
‘over the past. The vigour of 
the search for recreation here 
has long been a feature of 
Shanghai life. The old records 
show constant energy in forming 
clubs, in struggling to make 
them’ a success and in philoso- 
phically accepting failure when 
‘occasionally it came, as with the 
Shanghai Baseball Club of 1880. 
Here is the pathetic letter of Mr, 
8. Moutrie to the Secretary of 
the Shanghai Recreation Fund 
on January 9, 1880: 
beg to inform you that T am 
unable to earry on the Shanghal 
Baseball Club, "on -aecount. of in- 
sufficient menibers to pay the ex- 
ses. I therefore" send. per 
Bearer the box containing papers, 
{ ete, belonging to the Club, whieh 
Trust you will receive and relieve 
me from further responsibility. in 
this ‘matter. "AS. regards the 
und and pavilion ‘leased. from 
we Teecreation Fund, {have left 
a boy in. charge. Enelosing a 
Compradore’s order for” three 
Wollars  and_ twenty-seven cents 
(85.27) the balance in hand.” 
he Race Club had its ups and 
downs but there is no need to- 
day to explain that it at least 
was not one of the failures. Its 
magnificent record in the sup- 
port of charity and, even, other 
porting institutions is a part of 
Shanghai's history. In the period 
when Mr. Moutrie was handing 
over that balance of three 
Gollars odd, the Shanghai Club 
was in the throes of much 
‘dificulty. In March, 1870, a 
‘special ‘general meeting wa 
‘opened by the Chairman, Mr. F. 
B, Johnson, with the remark that 
the gathering ‘had met once 
‘again 
“to settle the much vexed ques- 
‘tion ‘of the ‘regeneration of the 
‘Shanghai Club...” 
“AIL Kinds of proposals had been 
made, Mr. R. W. Little for 
example, is recorded in 1869 as

‘of the Club was as an Exchange.” 
How the Club was eventually 
taken in hand and firmly made 
one of Shanghai's institutions is 
generally known to its members. 
‘The vicissitudes through which 
it went in its early days were 
symptomatic of the enth 
of a community somewhat 
advance of the times. Even that 
baseball club had had a pre- 
decessor. which lived its little 
day to be snuffed out by lack of 
support, There was a. gallant 
effort to establish a Public Rand. 
‘There was an Amateur Wind 
Instrument Society. Both had 
their successes but both even- 
tually had to dissolve and their 
property was taken over by the 
Municipal Band, then a modest 
forerunner of the fine organisa- 
tion of to-day. M. Remusat was 
sent to Manila in 1878—after| 
‘wuceessful visits to Hongkong 
and Macao—for the necessary 
musicians. He was able to re- 
eruit the right type of artist and 
it was recorded: 
“Shanghai is now in possession of 
‘a Publie Band which the Com- 
mittee believe will meet the long| 
felt want and will eventually be| 
almost. self-rupporting” 
Alas! two years later, the Secre- 
tary to the Shanghai Public 
Band, Mr. A. Nachtrieb, was 
riting: 
the engagemants of the present! 
Musicians will expive on the Sist| 
of March next, when it is intend. 
ed to send the men back to 
' Blanila,” the Committee bein 
satisfied, after an exporience 
two years, that a Public Band 
cannot be well maintained here by| 
any such organisation as the 
resent.

Tt_was estimated that an 
annual income of Tis. 6,500 was| 
required for putting the Band on| 
a proper basis.

The ac-| 
counts contain an item for the| 
Board and Lodging of the|

Incidentally the ‘Temperance 
Society itself was an institution 
which had its difficulties and it 
eventually faded out of existence. 
Curiously enough Mr. Nachtrieb, 
made no reference to the fact— 
revealed by another item in the| 
accounts: “funeral of the late 
Mons. Remusat"—that the ener- 
jgetic recruiter of musicians had 
died. Perhaps the loss of dis- 
cipline arose from that tragedy. 

Then there was the Shanghai 
Museum. A curious echo of the 
present {s contained in the 
revelation by a letter, of 
February 19, 1881, from Mr. Max 
Slevogt, Hon. Treasurer of the, 
Shanghai Museum, asking — for| 
the indulgence of | the Trustees 
of the Recreation Fund because 
a loan of Tis. 1,500 could not be 
repaid. The surplus of $142.13 
at the Museum's disposal would 

















“barely sufficient to meet the 


ordinary expenses of the Museum, 
during the first two. months of| 
the current year. ‘The Couneil of| 


the North-China Branch of the| 
Royal Asiatic Society have now 
under their consideration a plan 
for extending the sphere of Uuse- 
fulness of the Museum by in- 
creasing the present aceommoda- 
tion, 

Grants from the two Municipali- 
ties were the only source of, 
revenue. 





A couple of years earlier the 
Honorary Curator of the 


Museum, Mr. A. A. Fauvel had 
been successful in ‘enlisting the 
‘Trustees’ pledge to support the 
institution as soon as Funds 
permitted.

THE STUDENT MOVEMENT 
Part Played by Chinese Scholars in History 


Nation

recently, in 1805, when the Manchu 
governnient was’ about to sign the 
Treaty of Shimonoseki after ‘its 
dlefeay in the Sino-Japanese War, 
Kang’ Yu-wei and thousands of his 
fellow scholavs petitioned Emperor 
Kuang Hsu to bring about reforms 
and to refuse accepting humiliating 
peace terms, Although the treaty 
‘eas signed in spite of the petition, 
the movement of the scholars had 
won "such nation-wide sympaths 
that finally in 1898 the emperor ha 
to promote its Teaders to high ofice 
and adopt reform measures, Seven 
years Tater, in 1905, the imperial 
Zovernment decreed that the system 
of civil examination ‘be abolished 
and. modern schools be established. 
Since that, “time, the scholars 
gradually’ disappeared and. their
